Twentyfirst Regiment Will Go First
to ReMeve the

Members of the staff of the
army have agreed upon the assignment-
of infantry to the Philippines for the
coming year

The Twentyfirst will be the first regi-
ment to go It will relieve the Elg-
eenth and will arrive in Manila not
later than January 15 1906 The Eight-
eenth will probably take station at
Fort Leavenworth on its return

About March 1 the Sixth Infantry
now stationed at Fort Leavenworth will
sail from San Francisco The Nine
teenth now stationed at Vancouver
Barracks will sail from San Francisco
about April 1 This will be followed by
the Ninth Infantry now stationed at
Madison Barracks and Fort
with one company at Allegheny
and in Pekin each That command will
leave May 1 while or June 1 the Six
teenth Infantrj now at Fort McPher-
son Ga wilt depart for island garri

Fourteenth Twenty
third Fourth and Seventeenth Regi-
ments which will sail from Manila on
March 16 May 15 June 16 and July 15
respectively-

It been recommended that the
Fourteenth Infantry be assigned to duty
it Vsjtcouver Barracks on return to
the United States that the Twenty
third Regiment be sent to Madison Bar
racks and Fort Ontario that the Fourth
Infantry be sent to Fort Thomas al-
though there is some Question of this
assignment and that the Seventeenth
Infantry be assigned to Fort McPher
sonIn addition to the regiments here
specified there will be withdrawn from
the Philippines eight regiments while
lye more will be designated duty in
